THE LAST CHIPPEWAS. 


HOIV the Kc'iuriantH of Tliln Old In- 


(Ifcin Race In Ltvinw In 1'iuicr 


Michigan. 


Far up in the forests of Michigan, 


near the swamps of Saginaw, there is a 
settlement of the tribe of Indians com- 
monly called Chippuwus, 
uut more 


properly known as Ujibwaya. Women 
missionaries live among them, yet the 
manner of life is at best but primitive. 


The industry followed is the fashion- 


ing at ax handles, stocks for whips and 
barrel hoops. The women are basket 
weavers, although they make chiefly 
the useful kinds; the absence of fancy 
willow articles that are merely curios 
is remarked by visitors. 


Kerry picking is another occupation 


followed in its season, and fanning, 
both for themselves and as laborers for 
others, is one of: the regular employ- 
ments of the men. Hunting, trapping 
and fishing seem to have as much fas- 
cination for these people as when they 
were savages of the 
wilds. Their 


canoes are hollowed-out logs, really 
dugouts, of the same kind used by the 
squaws when they used to paddle these 
primitive boats through the marshes 
of wild rice and pull the grain down 
over the blanket spread out on the 
canoe, then thresh it out as they stood 
there. 


In some of the Indian villages the 


whole population lives out of doors in 
summer, some under the trees, others 
niakhig light shelters of poles covered 
with g-rnss.es or perhaps a blanket 
stretched between two trees. 


The tripod, used over an open fire 


made in a hole in the ground, forms the 
slimmer kitehen. In spite of so many 
customs that are still primitive-, these 
people show an inclination to civiliza- 
tion. Many of them dt'ess in the pres- 
ent day costume, the young women as- 
suming pay material, while many of 
the older still c-ling to the blanket and 
morrasins. 


The cnullo liniird, to which a baby 


was formrrly bound is not now much 
used. The mothers enrry their infants 
011 their bac-Us wound in a hood made 
of the blanket they draw over their 
shoulders. The babies are not much 
elad in summer, and even tiie little chil- 
dren who run about are not heavily 
burdened with clothing.—X. Y. Trib- 
une.
